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Success starts at JDCC 

BREWTON — Jefferson Davis* 
Community College has implemented 
Success Centers on the Atmore and 
Brewton campuses in an effort to 
provide remedial instruction to 
adults. 

Day and evening classes 
provide computer-assisted instruc¬ 
tion, self-paced instructional 
materials, and traditional class¬ 
room instruction to assist stu¬ 
dents in preparing for the GED 
exam. 

"Individuals utilize the 
Center for a variety of reasons," 
Sherry Martin, director of the 
Brewton campus Success Center, 
said. "Because they are spending 
a lot of time studying and only 
achieving passing grades, they are 
just out of high school and are 
not sure how to handle the course 
content or instructor's style, or 
they do not have a high school 
diploma and are working toward 

their GED." 

Martin said that by providing 
tutoring and individualized in¬ 
struction, the Center is able to 
retain students who might other¬ 
wise drop a class or receive a 
poor grade. The Success Center 
will help potential students 
prepare individuals for the GED 
exam. 

The college, through the 
donations of a private benefactor, 
is able to administer the GED exam 


free of charge on a weekly basis 
on a rotation basis between both 
of its campuses. Approximately 
200 adults took the exam this past 
year through the colleges special 
program. 

"To encourage adults who earn 
their GED certificate to further 
their education, the college 
offers scholarships on a competi¬ 
tive basis to individuals who 
score 50 or above on the exam," 
Martin said. 

The Brewton Area Adult Read¬ 
ing Council and JDCC have joined 
together to provide basic reading 
and writing instruction to adults 
with little or no reading ability, 
Martin said. 

After volunteer tutors are 
trained by the Success Center 
staff, they arrange tutoring 
sessions for those seeking assist¬ 
ance and establish an individual¬ 
ized plan to help each learner 
meet his or her goals. Since 
1990, 20 tutors have been trained 
by the staff and have provided 
over 1,000 hours of instruction. 

Marian English, director of 
the Atmore campus Success Center, 
said the programs, seminars, 
classes, and tutoring sessions 
offered by the Centers are de¬ 
signed to enhance the skills of 
successful students as well as 
provide developmental assistance. 

"At Jefferson Davis, we are 
committed to providing academic 
assistance to our students," 
English said. 

"Our fundamental goal is to 
allow a student to become a 
stronger and more independent 
learner," English said. "It is our 
mission to improve the retention, 
and consequently, the graduation 
rates of JDCC students."

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Calhoun gets Title HI grant from Dept, of Ed 


DECATUR — The 

United States 

Department of Educa¬ 
tion has officially 
notified Calhoun 
Z~r~.unity College of 
_ t = selection to 
receive a Title III 
Strengthening De¬ 
veloping Institu¬ 
tions grant, to 
begin this fall. 

Clement Howton, 
assistant director 
tf development at 
:=Ihoun, said the 
grant stipulates 
that the college 
will receive an 
award of $500,000 
beginning October of 
this year for the 
first year of a 
five-year grant. 

"Following the 
first year, the 
college will apply 
for continuation 
each of the remain¬ 
ing years. This 
means that the grant 
has a potential of 
$2.5 million over 
the five year peri¬ 
od, contingent upon 
funding availability 
and annual approval 
by the Department of 
Education, " Howton 
said. 

The Title III 
grant will be used 
initially to support 
three primary activ¬ 
ities as identified 
in the college's 
grant proposal. 
These activities 
involve the follow¬ 


ings 

1. Improving 
"Critical Needs" 
academic programs 
through curriculum 
design and equipment 

acquisition; 

2. Improving 
Instruction through 
video interactive 

teaching and learn¬ 
ing; and 

3. Acquisition 

of equipment for 

Strengthening 

administrative 

management. 

Specifically, 
the activities will 
involve selected 
instructional areas 
of the college 
receiving insuffi¬ 
cient fiscal re¬ 
sources due to 
continued funding 
deficits from the 
state. The goal of 
the grant is to 
enhance and 

strengthen academic 
quality in the 
specified areas to 
meet the changing 
needs of students 
and industry. Based 
on funding continua¬ 
tion of the grant, a 
fourth activity will 
be added in the 
fourth year of the 
funding cycle. 

Calhoun presi¬ 
dent Richard Carpen¬ 
ter said the college 
is "extremely 

pleased at being 
selected to receive 
such a significant 


award from the U.S. 
Department of Educa¬ 
tion. Because of 
continued shortages 
in state alloca¬ 
tions, it has become 
imperative that the 
college investigate 
other funding alter¬ 
natives, and the 
Title III grant 
award is indeed a 
step in the right 
direction." 

According to 
officials with the 
Department of Educa¬ 
tion, Calhoun's 
award was one of the 
largest given this 
year by the depart¬ 
ment . David Simp¬ 
son, the depart¬ 
ment's congressional 
liaison, said that 
there were more than 
700 proposals sub¬ 
mitted this year, 
and only 73 requests 
were funded. 

The last time 
Calhoun received a 
Title III grant was 
in 1982, when the 
institution received 
a 48 month Strength¬ 
ening Developing 
Institutions Grant. 
Supplementary 
funding was granted 
for an additional 
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Environment- 

in waste management, academic 
preparation and research relevant 
to the environment. Participants 
engage in lab research and field- 
trip exercises, listen to experts 
in the field and observe sites 
were technological waste manage¬ 
ment is employed. Follow-up 
activities include quarterly 
meetings with participants, men¬ 
tors and staff to discuss assigned 
projects. Individual projects are 
presented at local, regional and 
state science fairs.
